ORDER 


New Delhi, I'Jih October, 1956, 

SRO asii— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sections (2), (3)and (4) of section 
114 of the States Reorganisation Act, 1956 (37 of 1956) and of all other powers enabling it in 
this behalf, the Central Government hereby makes the following Order :— 

I. (1) This Order may be called the All-India Services (Reorganisation of Cadres) Order, 1956. 

(a) It shall come into force on the istday of November, 1956. 

a. Deflnitlona —In this Order— 

(a) ‘existing State’ means a State specified in the First Schedule to the Constitution as 

in force immediately before the 1st day of November, 1956; 

(b) ‘services’ means the Indian Administrative Service and the Indian Police Service^ 

(c) 'new States’ means the State of Bombay, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Mysore, Punjab 

and Fajasthan. 

3. Constitution of Stat« cedrea of tbe aervicea for each new State. —There shall be 
State cadres for each of the new States of Bombay, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Mysore, Punjab 
:and Rajasthan in relation to the Indian AdroinistrativcScrvicc and the Indian Police Service. 

4. Strength and composition. —The posts borne on and the strength and composition of 
the cadres of each of the services for the new States shall be as specified in the First Schedule 
annexed to this Order. 

5. Allocation of officers. —The officers specified in column (i) of the Second Schedule 
annexed to this Order and borne on the cadre of the Indian Administrative Service or the 
Indian Police Service, as the case may be, of the existing State shown against their names in 
column(2) of the said Schedule arc hereby allocated to the cadre of the same service for the State 
specified in the heading thcieof.
